Chicago, October 8.—Addresses by 
William Jennings Bryan and Gifford 
Pinchot, the latter being chairman of 
the national conservation commission, 
the reading of a letter from J. J. Hill, 
short addresses by delegates and a big 
reception at the Coliseum tonight were 
the features of the second day of the 
convention of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
Deep Waterways Association. 

Bryan Warmly Greeted. 

Mr. Bryan, who spoke earnestly in 
favor of deep waterways, not only 
from the lakes to the gulf, but in ali 
other parts of the country where in- 
creased transportation facilities were 
needed, was as enthusiastically -re- 
ceived as was William H. Taft when he 
opened the convention yesterday. 

Resolutions were adopted commend- 
ing the exceptionally,strong arguments 
of Mr. Hill and. Mr. Pinchot. A stock- 
holders’ meeting of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad kept Mr. Hill from at- 
tending the convention, and his letter 
was read by Congressman Rainey, of 
Illinols. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Pinchot’s 
speech, a committee of six was ap- 
pointed to cooperate with the chair- 
man of the national conservation com- 
mission. Short speeches by delegates 
followed. 

Congressman 


William Iaorimer, of 
Illinois, traced the development of 
waterways in Illinois, and congratu- 
lated the convention on the large num- 
ber of states represented at the meet- 
ing. 


Tonight at the reception at the 


John Temple Graves, vice 
presidential candidate of the independ- 
ence party, made the principal address, 
strongly favoring the improvement of 
the waterways. 

James J. Hill on Waterways. 

Wr. Hill. in his letter. declared that 
assertion that the railroad inter- 
ests are hostile to the development of 
the country’s waterways is one of many 
cheap slanders by which a _ political 
campaign against railroad interests 
has been promoted in the past. Said he; 

“lI am glad#to emphasize right here 
he fact that the relation of rail an‘ 
water transportation is One of Nhar- 
mony, helpfulness and cooperation.” 

Mr. Hill cited the failure of certatn 
waterways as competitors of rail lines, 
and said that up to this time the river 
has been unable to compete with the 
railroad, notwithstanding its iower 
charges, because of the rapidity and 
certainty with which the latter car- 
ries and delivers freight. He con- 
tinued: 

“T have for years been urgizvg that the 
building up of a trahsportation ma- 
chine commensurate with the growth 
of the country should not only be per- 
but encouraged in the only 
two possible ways: First, by encour- 
aging capital to invest in railroad con- 
struction, instead of scaring away by 
hostile and unjust legislatlen, and sec- 
ond, by a comprehensive and rational 
system of water-way improvement. 
There is no other way now, nor will 
by which the business 
of the country can be done.” 

Railroads Hurt by Legislation. 


The speaker complained of what he 
termed the restriction by legislation of 
the legitimate powers and profits of 
railroad enterprises which, he aaid, 
has not only checked investment, but 
brought about a year ago a business 
reaction from which the business of 
the country is still suffering, while 
the multitude of hostile laws, increas- 
ing expenses and cutting down income 
of railroads, make this year’s showing 
the @orst since the yéars of national 
railroad disaster. Mr. Hill said that 
within the last five years thirty-three 
states have enacted a t0Otal of 334 
laws regulating railroads, nearly 4li 
of which had been enacted without. in- 
vestigation or the advantage of their 
effect ,and he added: 

“If this were to continue the future 
of railroad transportation would end in 
the destruction of the business of the 
nation. Fortunately we have reason to 
believe that saner counsel wil! prevail. 
The carnival] of legislative wrecking 
has demonstrated the necessity of sub- 


mitting federal for local legislation.” |

“MARSE HENRY” IN ACTION 


For First Time in Years the Veteran 
Editor Is Stumping for Democ- 
racy—Republicans Must Be 
Tarned Out or There'll 
Be Revolution. 


Louisville, Ky., October 8.—Hon. 
Henry Watterson presided and was the 
principal speaker at a democratic ral- 
ly in the Masonic theater here tonight. 
As this was Mr. Watterson’s first polit- 
ical speech since 1892, and will prob- 
ably be his. only platform utterance 
during the present campaign, much 
interest was manifested. Others who 
addressed the assemblage were former 
United States Senator William Lindsay 
and Congressman Swager Sherley. 

Watterson’s Speech. 

Mr. Watterson said in part: 


“Lt truly rejoice that I have lived to 
look upon a reunited democracy. ! 
was born In a democratic camp, duy- 
ing what proved a bad year for dem- 
ocrats, and I attained my majority just 
in time to see the party go over the 
precipice of sectionalism, to what 
seemed its ruin. 

“The politicians tell you that there 
are many issues up for settlement in 
this compaign. I see but one. If we 
cannot change our rulers at will—if 
an organized and defiant minority in- 


side a fortress can withstand the siege | 


of an undisciplined and_ ill-equipped 
majority on . the outside—how shall 
talk about trusts and tariffs, about re- 
bates and bank deposits, about money 
and morals and stocks and bonds 
profit us? 

“IT behold now an almdést exact re- 
production of the evil conditions ot 
fifty years ago. The republican party. 
grown corrupt and arrogant, is put- 
ting forth a tremendous effort to re- 
tain the power which it has so Mmis- 
used. If it succeeds it will never sur- 
render it short of some dire cataclysm, 
making its exit the signa! for, it may 
be. a civil war.

Again the lid is to be lifted and 
Harry Kendall Thaw’s vagaries, hal- 
lucinations and homicidal impulses re- 
vealed to the gaze of a long suffer- 
ing public. 

After following the case ad nau- 
seam for more than a year, and hav- 
ing been regaled with all the horrible 
end salacious details of the life history 
of the three parties to the tragedy 
which caused the death of Stanford 
White at a New York roof garden in 
the summer of 1906, the public might 
reasonably have hoped for a brief 
cessation of Thaw.
